Repeat QSO’s: The same station 
may be worked once every 24 
hours on the same band. 
However, stations are 
encourage to answer CQ’s and 
to call CQ.

The FCC announced that 
effective January 1, 1989, the 
maximum allowable fee for an 
amateur operator license exam 
administered by a VEC 
coordinated session during 1989 
will be $4.75. The present 
maximum allowable charge is 
$4.56; ARRL/VEC charges $4.55 
for for amateur operator exams 
given by their VE’s through 
December 31, 1988, after which 
the charge will be $4.75. 


The 19 cent increase 
authorized by the Comission is 
due to a 4.2 percent increase in 
the Department of Labor 
Consumer Price Index (CPD 
between September 1987 and 
September 1988.
